London, April 15.—The calling:

of the miners from all the coal 
fields at a date to be fixed tomor- 
row was decided upon by the 
executive of the miners federation 
this evening. It took this action 
after hearing: the decision of the 
railway men and transport work- 
ers to cancel] their sympathetic 
strike. 


Frank Hodges, the miners sec- 


retary, when questioned 'regard- 
ing this decision said it meant 
that the miners' strike would con- 
tinue. 


"If I had resigned as he was 


reported to have done) I should 
not be giving you this report." he 
added. 


London, 
April 
15. — Announcement 


that the railway men's strike set for 10 
o'clock tonight had been cancelled, was 
made shortly before four o'clock this 
afternoon by J. H. Thomas, general sec- 
retary of the railway men's union. 


No 
explanation 
was 
immediately 


available of the railroad men's action, 
but it was thought in some quarters 
that it might indicate a split in the 
triple alliance. 


The transport workers' strike also has 


been called off. Mr. Thomas announced. 


"As far as the railway men and trans- 


port" workers are concerned the strike 
is cancelled." he said. 


Mr. Lloyd George, the prime minister 


announced in the house of commons this 
afternoin that the miners had refused 
to reopen negotiations for a settlement 
of their strike on the basis that had 
been suggested. 


The prime minister read a letter from 


the miners' federation stating that the 
only condition on which a temporary 
settlement could be reached was one 
which must follow concession of the 
two principles of a national wages board 
and a national pool.

cepted. 


Persistent rumors that Frank Hodges, 
secretary of the miners union, has re- 
signed were current here shortly after 
noon. It was said he had relinquished 
his office because of opposition to his 
statement before

house of commons last night, in which 
he favored a temporary adjustment of 
wages.

declined to deny or confirm these re- 
ports. 
William Straker, a member of the

HOPE TO HALT STRIKE 


SCHEDULED TONIGHT 


London,

Owners and Workers Agree 


That Action Clarifies 


Situation.

Organizations Pleased With 


Approval of Principles 


They Fought For. 


Chicago, April 15.—Both railroad ex- 


ecutives and labor leaders today de- 
clared the decision of the United States 
railroad labor board abrogating the na- 
tional agreements would materially ad- 
vance the effort to arrive at an agree- 
ment satisfactory to all parties. 
The 


board directed individual roads and their 
employes to confer and agree upon new 
working rules by July 1. 


Labor representatives said many of 


the 16 basic principles laid down in the 
boards decision to govern the confer- 
ences on new working agreements, es- 
pecially the eight hour day and the right 
of the employes to organize and select 
their own representatives, include prin- 
ciples they have been fighting for. Rail- 
way executives said that the decision 
recognized thier contention that many 
of the rules should not have national 
application. 


The decision affects members of 


unions including- all those affiliated with 
the railway department of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor. In this group 
are the "big four" the organizations of 
engineers, firemen, trainsment and con- 
ductors. 
It also affects telegraphers. 


clerks, shop employes, maintainence of 
way employes, sheet "metal workers, 
switchmen and those members of the 
-National Organizations Master, Mates 
and Pilots of America who are employed 
by railroads. 


When the abrogation of the national 


agreements 
was 
proposed 
several 


months ago by W. W. Atterbury, vice 
president of the Pennsylvania railroad 
it was declared that the national agree- 
ments were costing the railroads $300,- 
000,000 a year, because certain econ- 
omies in shop conditions could not be 
put into effect under the old rules. 


A meeting of the conference commit- 


tee of the Association of Railway Kxecu- 
titves of which E. T. Whiter is chair- 
man, was called for today to discuss 
he application of the decision of the 
individual roads. 
The executives side 


:f the argument in favor of abrogation 
of the old national agreements was pre- 
sented to the board through Mr. Whiter. 
""''"TKefe cSTTtie "no question that the 
decision has opened ahe way for'more 
satisfactory rules and working condi- 
,ions that are now in effect" said Sam- 
lel O. Dunn, editor of the Railway Age 
.oday, "and should result in a substan- 
tial increase in efficiency of labor and 
i reduction of railroad expenses. The 
decision is partly a victory for the rail- 
roads 
and partly for the employes. 


What the outcome will be so far as rail- 
•oad efficiency is concerned depends 
upon the conferences to be held."

ful in English Parliament 
Says Bonar Law. 


Glasgow'.—Contrary

idea, nowhere does "fluency of speech" 
count less than In the House of Com- 
mons, 
according 
to 
Andrew 
Bonar 


.Law, who for 20 years, has Ijeen a 
member of Parliament and, until his 
recent resignation, 
was the govern 


ment leader in th<? House. Mr. 1-ionar 
.Law was speaking of the qualities tha 
maka for success in public- life. 


"In Parliament it is not the set 


«pet'ph, but the debating speech which 
is effective," he said in the course of 
his inaugural address as .Lord Rectoi 
of Glasgow I'niversity. 
"As in wai 


the guns which may secure victory 
are not necessarily the highest, but 
those which are placed in the best posi- 
tion, so in Parliament the heavier the 
calibre1 of the guns, the better, but at 
all costs they must be quick firing. 


"There is a great difference between 


men in the facility with which they 
.speak. 
Some men speak far above 


their general ability and some men far 
below it, but a natural gift of speech 
is not necessaiy to secure success In 
public life. 


"There have always been and there 


are now in Parliament, men whose 
speaking when 
they 
began 
seeme'l 


hopelessly bad, but who, nevertheless, 
have taken their place in the front rank 
of statesman. They did .so because in- 
tellect is not a tool, but a hand, and 
they used tfiey innate intellect and 
force to master the tool which was 
necessary to their work. 


"In Parliament also there have al- 


ways been, and there are now, men who 
from every poinr of form, or of style, 
make speeches which cannot be con- 
sidered good, but there is in them''a 
vital force and their utterances, how 
ever expressed, like an electric cur- 
rent, convey that force to those who 
li.sten to them " 


Kloouence. like grenuis. he said, was 


a thinsr apart and the eloquent man, 
like the poet, was 
"born and 
not 


made." The former colleague of Lloyd 
George said he had heary very few 
eloouent speeches. 
He had, however, 


listened to many very fine rhetorical 
efforts, but the difference between elo- 
nuf'iic'e and rhetoric was as wide as 
the poles. 
Eloquence was "fire" and 


rhetoric, even at its best. wa» "fire 
works." 
Klouiienc*' aK'o was nlwny^ 


simple. 
There was nothing stinined 
or mechanical about it and it was not 
by piling ' up images, but bv some 
winged expression that the effect Was 
produced. 


Xo man could secure, still l-^s could 


he retain the confidence of the Hou.so 
of Commons, or of the country unless 
he had gained a reputation for "disin- 
terestedness and sincerity," Mr. T5onrr 
Law declared, and there was only one 
way in which such T leputation could 
be permanently retained, and that was 
by the actu-il possession of those riuul 
Hies. The strongest human motive, he 
said, should ho "a sense of duty." 


In looking oul npon lift 
it was right 


that men should be ambitious, it was 
right that they should strive to ex- 
cel, but if it was merely a selfish am- 
bition there would be in that no "vis- 
ion splendid."

BATTLESHIPS ARE 


THING OF THE PAST 


London.. .—Admiral Sir Percy Scott, 
commander of the aerial defense of Lon- 
don in the warld war, has no use for 
battleships. 
He believes the British 


navy would be better off if it spent th« 
£40,000,000 intended for battleship con- 
struction in research and providing new- 
er weapons of warfare. 


"The late 
war," 
Sir Percy said, 


"sowed that the only safe policy as re- 
gards batleships was to stow them away 
as far as possible from the enemy. If 
we go to war now with France I do 
not think our battleship will be safe" 
unless we construct a harbor to contain 
them in Iceland. 
"Personally," continued Sir Percy, in 
a newspaper interview, "I am fully in 
accord with Rear Admiral Adair when 
he said that we ought not to spend one 
penny on battleships, 
but 
whatever 


money we may have to spare should be 
laid out on research work. 
Rear- 
Admiral Adair told the House of Com- 
mons that if we built new battleships 
we should also have to provide new 
bases at great cost at Halifax, Bermuda 
and Jamaica, on the West Coast of Can- 
ada, in New Guinea and at Singapore. 
I say this nation, with the income tax 
at six shillings in the pound, cannot 
afford this huge expenditure, when no- 
body can tell me what we are going to 
do with these battleships when we get 
them. 
" 
"In the first few hours of the next 


war, Plymouth, Dover and even Ixm 
'Ion. may be reduced to ashes unless 
we are prepared 
with an adequate 


counter to the fleets of airplanes that 
would attack us. It seems to me, there- 
fore, nothing but plain common sense 
that we should spend, what only we 
can spare, not on battleships that are 
'no d 
good' as the midshipman 


said, but in providing the very best we 
can buv of the newer weapons that will 
count in the war of the future." 


Sneaking of the latest developments 


in death dealing instruments, Sir Percy 
explained the principles of the new 
Davis gun, which fires from both ends 
and with which he said all American 
airplanes were to be armed. 
It would 


be possible for an airplane to carry a 
12-inch gun and fire at battleships from 
10,000 feet up. Battleships could have 
•no protection against such weapons. 


Speaking of the progress that had 
been made in planning aerial attacks on 
warships. Sir Percy Scott said, in an 
interview in the Evening Standard: fit 
is no secret now—every man in the set1 
vice knows it—that had the war lasted 
another fortnight, we would probably 
by means of an aerial atack. have sunk 
all the German ships in the Kiel canal."

London—Natives of the- Swazi triBe 


who inhabit the mountainous wilds, of 
Africa were dumfounded recently ' at 
wireless telephone experiments, accord- 
ing to a Marconi official.

portunity to listen in on wireless con- 
versations. 


On hearing the voices, the tribeSmeji, 


among whom were a number of petty 
chiefs, hurried away and held an "In- 
daba " Presently a deputation returried 
and asked if there was to be a white - 
man's war.

STORY OF KOREAN 


ASSASSINATION 


Has Been Released and the 


Japanese Public is Per- 
mitted to Learn Details. 


Tokio.—The police having "released 


for publication the details of the as- 
sassination 
of Bingenshoku, 
a well 


known Korean, the Japanese public has 
been permitted to learn the full story 
of the crime, which, chiefly because of 
the secrecy attitude of the authorities 
attained an importance rarely attribut- 
ed to a political crime in Japan. 


Bingenshoku is the Japanese equiva- 


lent for Wonsik Min who was very 
prominent in Korea. He was the hus- 
band of the niece of Lady Om, the sec- 
ond consort of the late Emperor Yi, of 
Korea. 
He was one of the foremost 


Koreans who attached himself to Jap- 
an's policy of assimilation in Korea and 
was opposed to the idea of the political 
independence of his country. 


For this he is alleged to have Incurred 


the hostility of the Korean revolution- 
ary body 
Bingenshoku came to Tokio 


carrying a petition to the Diet asking 
for the enfranchisement of Koreans on 
the same basis as the Japanese. At 
present no Korean has the right to vote, i 
The alleged assassin was arrested at | 


Nagasaki as he was fleeing to Shanghai 
by steamer. 


According to the newspapers, the ar- 


rested man, a Korean named Kyo Kink- 
wan, confessed to the crime. 
He is 


declared to have stated to the police 
that he committed the murder on his 
own initiative because h& believed the 
franchise movement started by Bing- 
enshoku and his compatriots was a seri- 
ous menace to the independence move- 
ment. 
He was not incited by anybody 


in carrying out the murder. He was al- 
most penniless and could not afford to 
buy a weapon, so he went to a Japan- 
ese cinema actor by whom he was form- 
erly employed as a rikisha puller while 
attending a private law school. 
He 


borrowed Y. 50 on the pretence that 
he wanted money to purchase a rikisha 
offered for sale. 
With the money he 


purchased an old short sword at a sec- 
ond hand curio shop. 
On the morning 


of the following day (February 16) he 
telephoned to Bingenshoku asking for 
an interview, using a false name. 
He 
was told to come at once to the station 
hotel where Bingenshoku wa.« staying. 
Having entered Hmgenshoku's room the 
student tolrt him that a body of young 
Koreans wanted him as their guest at 
a, welcome meeting. 
A quarrel arose 


on the subioct of enfranchisement, the 
.student 
declaring 
that the Koreans 


wanted independence and not Japanese 
franchise. 
Suddenly Ryo Kinkwan, ac- 


cording to the alleged confession, drew 
the short hword from his sleeve and 
Htabbcd 
Rir.genshoku 
in 
the 
right 


shoulder before the latter could rise from 
the table nt which he was sitting. 


Crying for help, Bingenshoku, stood 


up, but another thrust sent him reeling 
to the floor. 
The assailant escaped 


by a window. He fled to Yokohama and 
boarded a steamer for Nagasaki and 
Shankhai. 


According to the Hochi, Kyo Kink 


wan was a member of a Tokio associa 
tion of Korean malcontents who decid 
ed to assassinate Bingenshoku because 
they regarded him as a traitor to the 
cause of Korea independence. 


The prohibition of publication of the 


assassination was followed by a deter- 
mined campaign by Japanese newspap- 
ers against what they called a useles 
censorship which violated the liberty 
of the press, out of consonance with 
the ideas of modern Japan. The leader 
in the press movement of expostulation 
was S. Sheba, formerly of Honolulu, 
who recently became general manager 
of the Japan Times, a daily newspaper 
which is printed in the English lan- 
guage. Mr. Sueba, who claims that his 
newspaper represents Japanese public 
opinion, printed an open letter to Mr. 
Tokonami, the home minister, atatck- 
ing the absolutism of the government 
as a feodal policy contradictory to the 
rights of the press. He asserted that 
Japan was being cursed the world over 
for it bureaucratic methods and af- 
tirmed that Japan's policies both do- 
mestic and foreign would fail unless they 
were frank, truthful and straightfor- 
ward. He added: "A government which 
treats fts own people as an ignorant 
mass will never stand; no nation that 
lies to the world will never rise." 


As a result of this letter the issue 


of the Tunes was seized. Several other 
Japanese newspapers were either sup- 
pressed or fined. 


Accoring to the police, Ryo Kinkwan 


was in constant communication with 
the Koreans in San Francisco, Shang- 
hai and Chientao, Manchuria. He is a 
native of HDanghaf-do, the same prov- 
ince in which lived An Chhyong Keun, 
the assassin of Prince Ito. 


NEW DESIGN FOR 


1922 AUTO TAGS 


In 1922 official state automobile li- 


censo tags w,ill have deep Persian blue 
figures, riased enamel on battleship gray 
background, and will cost the state 11 
cents each, or four cents each less than 
this year's tags. 


Announcement of the decision as to 


color and design was made Wednesday 
by Secretary of State, Harvey C. Smith 
after a conference with J. E. Clark, man- 
ager of the sales department for the 
board of administration, and Alexander 
Snow, state registrar. The tags will bo 
manufactured at the Ohio penitentiary 
and the preliminary order is for 700,- 
000 pairs, or 1,400,000 tags. 


The reduction of four cents in the 


price of the tags will save the state 
$25,000, which goes into the fund for 
state highway improvement. 
Instead 


of having a design on neither end, the 
1922 
plates will have the numbers at 


the top, while underneath in smaller 
letters will be "Ohio—1922." 
This 


change is made because of the complaint 
;hat the tags this' year were in many 
cases too lenghty, Steel will be ordered 
'or the figures, and work on the new- 
tags will start within a few weeks.
